Frank Allaun, a Laborite, 
then claimed that President Ei- 
senhower a fortnight ago ex- 
pressed “almost exactly the op- 
posite” point of view to Macmil- 
lan—that nuclear weapon test- 
blasts could be spotted. 

Hugh Gaitskell, leader of the 
Opposition party, asked, “You 
mean that they (the tests) could 
not under any circumstances be 
detected?” 

Gaitskell asked if Macmillan 
meant “that it would be neces- 
sary to have a special control in 
order to detect them?” 

Macmillan replied: “Yes, that 
is right.” 

With facilities for listening 
and observation that are pre: 
ently available to the power, 
he repeated, any country could 
conceal nuclear test-firing if it 
s0 wished. 

_Macmillan also told the House 
of Commons the British Govern- 
ment had accepted an American 
invitation to send observers to 
one of the U.S. nuclear tests in 
the Pacific in April

New Tunisia 
Plan Drafted

TUNIS (AP)—United Nations 
Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold has drawn up new 
proposals for settling disputes 
between France and Tunisia, it 
was learned here Wednesday.

Deputy Undersecretary 
of State Robert Murphy and 
British diplomat Harold Beeley 
will report these suggestions 
to Tunisian President Habib 
Bourguiba Thursday, well-in- 
formed sources said. 

The two, charged with trying 
to get France and Tunisia to- 
gether through their “good of- 
fices,” conferred with Ham- 
marskjold in London over the 
weekend. 

They brought his proposa's 
to French Premier Felix Gail- 
lard in Paris Wednesday night 
and will come here Thursday 
to pass them on to Bourguiba, 
these sources said. 

Gaillard’s~ reaction mwas not 
known here. 

Sources stressed Murphy had 
made it plain the United States 
did not necessarily endorse 
these proposals and would 
make no recommendation to 
Bourguiba that they be either 
accepted or rejected,

Floods, Storms, Landslides 
Wreak Havoc on California 


NEW # =YORK (AP)—Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight declared 
California a disaster area Thurs- 
day as rains and snow stranded 
trains, marooned 200 in the 
Sierra Nevada and sent rivers 
flooding over their banks. 

Four persons died—two by 
drowning and two others in ac- 
cidents attributed to the storm. 

An estimated. 5,000 persons 
evacuated their homes, 

The Southern Pacific Rail- 
road's streamlined City of San 
Francisco with 987 persons 
aboard was stranded in a snow- 
shead near Donner Summit ir 
the Sierra 165 miles northeast 
of San Francisco. 

Two avalanches of snow burl- 
ed a 22-car mail train on the 
track ahead, stalling the west- 
bound passenger train. which 
followed. All 25 on the mail 
train got out but two trainmen 
were injured, 

Some 200 persons were 
stranded In the mountain chain 
that runs along the state’s west- 
ern boundary-—-150 of them at 
Donner Summit Lodge. Many 
of them were skiers. 

The governor alerted Nationa! 
Guardsmen in Santa Clara 
County, south of San Francisco, 
and at Stockton in the Central 
Valley where flood dangers 
threatened, 

Only light rains were forecast 
for Thursday, lessening the flood 
threat somewhat, although tlte 


remained perilously soggy.

BUKITTINGGI (AP) — Eco- 
nomic deterioration will bring 
changes in the Djakarta Govern- 
ment unless it receives further 
Russian loans, a rebel leader 
said Wednesday. 


Rebel Premier Sjafruddin 
Prawiranegara said, “We have 
economic troubles of our owa 
but the economic deterioration 
of Dijakarta will be felt much 
more. They have to feed 5 
million people in Java. We 
have only four and a half mil 
lion.” 


The kidnaping of Dr. Badher, 
former president of the Univer- 
sity of Indonesia, is bound to in- 
fluence students and leaders, 
such as Mohammad Hatta, for 
mer Vice President, to reject the 
current Dijakarta Government, 
Sjafruddin said. 


“We need more small arms.

We could re- 
eruit 20,000 to 30,000 youths if 
we had enough arms. They 
are _— to fight and may be 
better fighters than regulars— 
they have real idealisms.” 

Sjafruddin termed the Djakar- 
ta decision to return KPM 
ships, “complete fallure of the 
Sukarno policy of last Decem- 
ber’s anti-Dutch campaign.” 


Sjafruddin told newsmen 
“All hope for peaceful settle- 
ment is gone.” 


He stated bluntly he. expect- 
ed the rebels to win out on the 
end and that victory would be 
economic and political rather 
than military. 


Churchill Leaves

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Japan Shipyard Threat 
Grows: British Shipper 


LONDON (AP)—The_ chair- 
man of the world’s biggest mer- 
chant shipping group Thursday 
appealed to British shipbuilders 
to meet a growing challenge 
from Japanese yards. He said 
the price of a tanker built in 
Japan runs about a million dol- 
lars less than one built here. 


The chairman of Britain's P 
and O group, Sir Willlam Craw- 
ford Currie, said in his annual 
report published Thursday that 
British owners still would pre- 
fer to get their vessels from 
British yards. 


But higher British building 
costs are a matter of “utmost 
gravity,” he declared. 


“In the past, although prices 
in foreign shipyards have, on 
occasions, been lower than those 
In Britain, it has been consider- 
ed that such differences have 
been outweighed by the techni- 
cal and administrative advan- 
tages of building in this coun- 
try.” 

The price difference is 
rapdily growing wider, how- 
ever, and it now is possible to 
obtain quotations for tankers 
in Japan at fixed prices some 
20 per cent to 25 per cent 
lower than in Britain, Sir Wi'- 
liam noted.

Ike Asks Civilian 
Gov't Space Body 


tobe BS a9: (INS)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower ask- 
ed Congress Wednesday to 
create a civilian government 
agency to carry out “an ima- 
ginative and well conceived 
space program™ with “high pri- 
ority.” 

The Chief Executive declared 
in a special message that a 
“vigorous program” in outer 
space is contemplated, and that 
it will require “adequate legis- 
lative authority” and “adequate 
financial support.” 

The proposed unit, a civilian 
counterpart of the Pentagon's 
Advanced Research Projects 
Agency, would be known as the 
“National Aeronautics and Space 
Agency.” It would include the 
present National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics. 

Eisenhower aiso recommend- 
ed the creation of a national 
aeronautics and space board 
composed of scientists and gov- 
ernment officials to advise the 
new agency in projects that 
eventually would include travel 
to the moon.

France Builds Up 
Plutonium Stocks 


PARIS (Kyodo-UP)—France 
now has enough plutonium to 
manufacture an atom bomb and 
will have enough for a dozen 
such weapons by 1959, well- 
informed sources said Thursday. 

French Atomic Commissioner 
Francis Perrin told Premier 
Felix Gaillard Thursday that the 
National Atomic Laboratories at 
Marcoule near Lyons have al- 
ready produced eight to 10 kilo- 
grams (17.6 to 22 pounds) of 
plutonium, the sources said. It 
takes eight kilograms of pluto- 
nium or Uranium 235 to explode 
an atomic bomb. 

A Government communique 
issued after Thursday's Atomic 
Commission meeting said only 
that two new reactors “would 
probably enter into service 
within the year 1958.” 


But informed sources said 
French authorities expect the 
two reactors to produce appro- 
ximately 40 kilograms (88 
pounds) of plutonium annually. 


The first is expected to go 
into operation before summer 
and the second by the end of 
the year, the sources said. 

France would need 96 kilo- 
grams (198 pounds) of pluto- 
nium for a dozen atomic bombs.

Ancient Records 
To Be Published 


NAGASAKI (AP)—More than 
8,200 verdicts handed down by 
Nagasaki Court between the 
years 1666 to 1867—some touch- 
ing on the Netherlands’ early 
relations with Japan—will be 
published for public sale.

for so many years.”

The amount of steel agreed 
upon for export was a part of 
some 166,000 tons for which the 
Chinese side issued inquiries 
during the present talks. 


The important issue of fixing 
steel prices having been setticd, 
except for. that of pipe, both 
sides are expected to take up 
the problem of Japan import- 
ing agricultural products from 
China as collateral for the ateel. 


The difference of 90,000 tons 
between the agreed-upon figure 
and the Chinese inquiry will 
be exported after July. 


Japan Puzzled by 
Egypt Trade Plan 


A report that Egypt will not 
make any trade settlements in 
currency other than the Egyp- 
tian pound, has Japanese Gov- 
ernment officials puzzled. 

The report, by Dr. Hamed A, 
Fl Sayeh, director general of ex- 
change control of the United 
Arab Republic, who is now in 
Tokyo, conflicts with a report by 
Ambassador Yutaka Tsuchida. 

The envoy to Cairo has told 
the Japanese Government that 
the Egyptian pound settlement 
formula would not materialize 
since various West European 
countries are expected to adopt 
& cash payment formula * 
Egypt trade. 

The Government decided to 
adopt a cash payment formula 
‘ after Tsuchida made his report. 

During his latest talks with 
the Japanese, El Sayeh point- 
ed out that West Germany, the 
Netherlands, Italy and other 
countries in West Europe have 
agreed to settle their trade with 
Egypt in pound sterling. 

The Government may be 
thus compelled to adopt an 
Egyptian pound settlement for- 
mula, informants said.

Coming to Tokyo 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-UP)— 

Henry Pollack, a New York im-

He said he would represent 
the Flatware Im ers’ Assn. 
in connection with the recently 
established quota on stainiess 
steel flatware exported to the 
United States. 

He and Arthur Medwin, an- 
other FIA member, planned to 
talk with officials of the Japa- 
nese Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry concerning 
att herence to the quota, which

Pollack said Japanese exporters 
and American importers shared 
responsibility to determine the 
needs of the American market. 

“United States importers fre- 
quentiy are the only contacts 
the Japanese have for ascertain- 
ing market trends in America,” 
he said in a statement. 

He criticized the Japanese 
practice of shipping goods “in- 
discriminately” to importers and 
retailers in the U.S. He said it 
led to price confusion and un- 
sound competitive practices. 

Pollack said he hoped to be 
able to persuade the Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry Min- 
istry to change its rules onepro- 
duct registration. 

“At present it takes almost a 
wear for an exclusive patent to 
be granted,” he said. “Mean- 
while the product is foothalled 
around and is obsolete by the 
time the registration comes 
through. This lack of protection 
and exclusivity dampens the 
importers’ eagerness to spend 
much effort and money in pro- 
motional campaigns.” 

Pollack said he would attend 
the Osaka Trade Fair. He is 
due to arrive in Tokyo Satur- 
day. 


Taiwan to Purchase 


Japan Fertilizers 

Japanese exporters Tuesday 
received letters of credit amount- 
ing to $710,600 from Taiwan for 
export of 16,000 tons of chemi- 
cal fertilizers—probably the 
first exceptional case since the 
Nationalist Chinese Government 
put a total ban on import of 
Japanese goods March 18. 

These letters of credit were 
received through the Bank of 
China's Tokyo branch. They 
were originally issued March 18 
by the Bank of Taiwan to the 
Central Trust of China through 
the Bank of China. 

The fertilizers contracted for 
include ammonium sulphate, 
urea and calcium superphos- 
phate.

Dowling said there were 16 
Japanese licensees using the 
Sanforized shrinkage standard, 
including the big 10 mills. 
Altogether there were 325 
licensees In the world, 

Dowling said he thought the 
present depressed condition 
facing the Japanese textile in- 
dustry was, after all, an adjust- 
ment from low-quality to high- 
quality production. He said he 
found the Japanese textile in- 
dustry equipped up-to-date. 

Asked what he thought would 
be a solution to the sporadic 
agitations against Japanese cot- 
ton goods in the U.S., Dowling 
hesitated but said Japan should 
be proud of goods “Made in 
Japan” and that good quality 
and originality of design would 
always be accepted. 

Dowling is leaving April 13 
for Hongkong to continue his 
trip round the world. 


Arabian Oil Firm 
Asks Remittances 


The Arabian Oil Co. recently 
asked the Government for per- 
mission to remit $1,500,000 as 
the initial payment of rentals 
to Saudi Arabia under the oil 
development agreement signed 
last December between the 
Japanese firm and Saudi Arabia. 

The agreement came into 
effect Jan. 18, this year. 

Sources close to the company, 
headed by Taro Yamashita, in- 
dicated yesterday that the firm 
made the request to the Govern- 
ment as it was pressed to make 
the first payment of rentals to 
Saudi Arabia. 

Some in Government quart- 
ers, however, are reportedly op- 
posed to the initial payment of 
rentals in view of the ambiguity 
of negotiations for oil develop- 
ment between the firm . and 
Kuwait. 

They fear that if the negotia- 
tions with Kuwait fails, the de- 
velopment of oil resources in 
the neutral zone by the Japa- 
nese firm would become diffi- 
cult, the same sources opined. 


‘Back Door’ Cloth

Reports have been spread about that the Americans 
have favored the rebels, but no concrete evidence can be 
found to justify such an assertion,

Djakarta Government do not improve matters. We believe 
it would be the worst possible service to Asian peace, and 
that means to the peace of the world generally, to drag 
Indonesian issues into the ideological conflict between the 
democratic nations and the Communist bloc. 

The action taken by the Philippines in sending naval 
reinforcements to southern Philippine waters, which are 


close to Indonesian territories, 


shows that Manila fears that 


material Soviet aid has already been given, or will be given, 


to the Djakarta Government. 


Whether: the Philippine 


Government is in possession of more information than the 


world at large has obtained, 


we do not know. But, al- 


though the Indonesian situation needs watching, it does 
not appear to have become as yet so acute as to justify 


such sharp fears, 


Meanwhile, the considerable amount of military success 
gained by the Djakarta Government against the rebels in 
Sumatra may be a preliminary to the collapse of the re- 
bellion, but we should feel happier if we saw Signs of a 
political compromise which would help to bring the whole 
archipelago together in unity once more,

Whatever the ex- 
tent of the “sins” of the Dutch, this policy does not seem 
to have conferred any benefits upon Indonesia which is

As Seen Through the Eyes of a Visiting Indian Editor

pression of the modern Briton gain- 
ed during his trip to England in 
the course of a 00-day jaunt 
around the world.—Editor. 


The British people provide a 
fascinating subject for study. 
The great among them are shed- 
ding their imperial greatness, 
the rich their richness, and the 
underdog is coming into his 
own. Those in the middle are 
either hugging the past or aping 
the upper classes. The scientist, 
the engineer, the industrialist, 
the worker, the banker, the 
shopkeeper, the builder and the 
artist are struggling for all they 
are worth to survive and keep 
up the country’s morale. 


The politician is trailing be- 
hind them all, and the press ap- 
pears to have turned a blind eye 
to the transformation which the 
Fnglish people's life is under- 
going at all levels. British 
journalists competently retail 
stories of sex and crime and 
write brilliantly on high politics, 
but they hesitate to tell the 
thrilling story of the people's 
transformation. This is per- 
haps because like gnost politi- 
cians Pressmen also have class 
or race complex. 

Even Labor leaders and M.P.s 
compete for admission in farmous 
schools or colleges for their 
children. This, of course, is not 
peculiar to English society. The 
former have-nots in India have 
reacted similarly, They send 
their children to public schools 
or convents. Even Communist 
Russia is not free from this 
complex. 


Snobbery Kept Alive 


Perhaps the best impression 
of modern English society was 
available at London’s famous 
Covent Garden where I watched 
a ballet. The performance was 
superb but women looked rather 
skinny and their faces were 
rigid. The stalls in the theater 
showed that the middle class 
people have made considerable 
progress in the matter of dress, 
Unfortunately at Covent Gar- 
den, as elsewhere, ushers and 
attendants help to keep snob- 
bery alive. 

A drive to Oxford and a visit 
to Stratford-upon-Avon proved 
equally rewarding. My British 
companion, an intellectual, said 
as we went through one famous 
Oxford College after another: 
“Englishmen will not cease to 
hug their past until we dyna- 
mite these colleges. It was all 
right so long as we had an em- 
pire to run. It is all wrong 
when we have to face competi- 
tion in the world.” 

Anyway, I discovered that the 
people of Oxford did not have 
the Oxford accent, which is 
manufactured in certain col 
leges.

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WASHINGTON Senators 
don’t talk about it publicly, but 
privately they resent the man- 
ner in which Vice President 
Nixon has become an absentee 
presiding officer of the Senate. 
When he’s absent a senator has 
to take his place in presiding 
over the Senate, which causes 
extra work for already busy 
legislators. 

Nixon's office is now costing 
the taxpayers more than that 
of any Vice President in history. 
He has an automobile with 
chauffeur, which senators do not 
have, plus a large staff, includ- 
ing one colonel, a major, and a 
press agent. His budget is $101,- 
925 a year compared with $11,- 
460 spent by Truman. Yet his 
absenteeism has set a record. 

Careful scrutiny of the Con- 
gressional Record shows that 
the late Vice President Alben 
Barkiey worked at his job about 
four times as much as Nixon. 
Here is a breakdown of the 
time spent by both men 
working at the job given them 
under the constitution as Vice 
President of the United States. 

In 1949 when Barkley took 
office, the Senate sat for a total 
of 1.124 hours and 53 minutes, 
out of which Barkley presidtd 
for 464 hours and 40 minutes. 

In 1953 when Nixon took 
office, the Senate met for 763 
hours and 35 minutes, of which 
Nixon presided 162 hours and 
45 minutes, 

In 1950, Karkley’s second year, 
the Senate was in session 1,265 
hours and nine minutes, with 
Barkley presiding 527 hours and 
50 minutes. 

In 1954, Nixon's second year, 
he presided only 120 hours and 
31 minutes. Yet the Senate 
that year was in session more 
than during Barkley’s second 
year—a total of 1,198 hours and 
17 minutes. Nixon worked at 
his job just one-fourth of the 
time Barkley did. 

Nixon’s record. in 1955. was 
even worse. This was his third 
year as Vice President and he 
sat only 47 hours and 15 min- 
utes. The Senate was in ses- 
sion 559 hours and 41 minutes. 
During Barkley’s third year as 
Vice President he sat 335 hours 
and 24 minutes, during which 
the Senate was in session 996 
hours and 46 minutes, 

In 1952, Barkley’s last year 
as Vice President, he had an 
eye operation and therefore was 
absent for two weeks, Feb, 7-20, 
Nevertheless, he managed to 


preside 219 hours and nine min- 
utes out of 651 hours and 24 
minutes of senatorial sessions. 

In cofitrast, Nixon presided 
over the Senate only 50 hours 
and 53 minutes, though the Sen- 
ate was in session considerably 
longer, namely 801 hours and 
42 minutes. 


In the first year of Nixon's 
second term, 1957, the Senate 
was in session 860 hours and 
44 minutes, and he sat in the 
presiding officer’s chair 124 
hours and 32 minutes. 

This is why some senators are 
talking about putting a time 
clock in the senate cloakroom 
for the Vice President to punch 
when he goes to work. 


Pension for Ex-Presidents 


For the first time in many 
years, 76-year-old Speaker Sam 
Rayburn last week appeared as 
a witness before a congression- 
al committee. He did it for an 
old friend, 73-year-old Harry 8. 
Truman of Missouri. 

Testifying with Sam in a 
rare display of nonpartisanship 
was the 73-year-old Republican 
leader and ex-Speaker, Joe 
Martin of Massachusetts. 


Rayburn and Martin agreed 
that ex-Presidents of the United 
States ought to get pensions, 
just like employes of corpora- 
tions and members of congress. 
They urged the House Civil 
Service Committee, headed by 
testy Tom Murray of Tennes- 
see, to approve the Presidential 
pension bill of Democratic lead- 
er John McCormack. 

McCormack’s bill would give 
ex-Presidents Herbert Hoover 


and Harry Truman a pension | 


of $25,000 a year, 
mailing privileges, plus office 
space in a Federal building, 
and an allowance to hire steno- 
graphers, about the same as 
that paid a senator from one of 
the least populous states. 

In addition, the widow of an 
ex-President would get a $10,- 
000-a-year pension after his 
death, 

“This is the first time in four 
or five years that I've appeared 
before a committee as a wit- 
ness,” Rayburn told the as- 
sembled congressmen. He had 
already forced chairman Mur- 
ray, who was trying to block 
the pension bill, into calling a 
meeting. Murray finally called 
the meeting, but conveniently 
overlooked informing members 
of the committee that it was 
called.

Germany on Mind 


West Germany is on the 
minds of most people in Brit- 
ain. Its growing economic 


strength is a challenge. But 
they talked mostly of the poli- 
tics of Germany and asked: 
“After Adenauer what?” They 
thought that the Socialists in 
West Germany were feeling too 
frustrated and that in the ‘inter- 
est of democracy they should 
be asked to join a coalition. 

Some businessmen, while ap-° 
preciating India’s attitude to- 
ward British capital, felt they 
were getting a better deal in 
Burma. I replied that perhaps 
that was because the Burmese 
had someone else to squeeze out

Oshima-Zakura 


Sakura (flowering cherry Is 
the king of Japanese blossoms, 
and the pride of the nation, 
The late Dr. Tomitaro Makino, 
eminent botanist, said that the 
whole land of Japan should be 
planted with sakura trees 80 
that the entire country would 
become a mass Of sakura bios- 
soms jn spring. He also said 
that sakura should never be 
called cherry because it is dif- 
ferent from Western cherries, 


There are many varieties of 
sckura, but the king of them 
all is the vama-zakura or moun- 
tain sakura. There are two 
kinds, one growing in the 
southern and central regions 
and called just yama-zakura, 
and the other in the northern 
area and called o-yama-zakura 
or big yama-zakura, 


Many kinds of the so-called 
sato-zakura or town sakura 
have developed from yama- 
zakura, 


As the most magnificent of 
sakura blossoms, Oshima-zaku- 
ra or gakura of Oshima Island, 
south of Tokyo Bay, must be 
mentioned. 


Oshima Island is a volcanic 
island, rising out of the sea. 
So at first there were no plants, 
but gradually seeds blown by 
wind from the Izu and Boshu 
peninsulas drifted to the island 
of volcanic lava and. ashes and 
took root. The seeds of yama- 
zakura must have come to the 
island in the same way. In 
the ensuing many thousands of 
years, the seeds grew into big 
trees. Sakura stumps gaid to 
be more than 1,000 years old 
still remain. 


On the island, yama-zakura 
seeds grew better than their 
parent trees.on the main is- 
land, probably due to cliima- 
tic and soil conditions. Trees 
have grown to an enormous 
size, with huge roots rising 
above the ground and stretching 
out in all directions, and in 
spring bear much larger blos- 
soms and fruits than those seen 
on any sakura tree in other 
parts of the country. 


The Japanese people are 
still proud of their sakura bios- 
soms, and the Japanese sakura 
ig planted in many foreign 
lands. Sakura is one of the few 
natural products of the coun- 
try and appreciated by people 
of many countries,
